ay in teaching to chant, the followmg points should be attended 
to: viz. 

1, The first bar in each Part may be of any length (beyond a 
semibreve) that is needed for the due enunciation of the words. 

2. Long lines should by no means be hurried over, but the 
same time should be allowed for chanting as for good reading. 
In first learning, the teacher might read while the scholars chant, 
to ensure distinct utterance. The pauses, emphases, &c. should 
also be given as in good reading. 

3. But, on the other hand, a slow drawling chant is greatly to, 
be avoided. The idea of a Psalm Tune is slow and measured ; 
of a Chant, lively and free. 

4, There should be no pause (unless the sense requires it) 
between the free and the measured part of the line: thus, instead 
of singing 

« And the place there...... | of shall | know-it no | more.” 
it should be 
«And the place...there | of shall | know-it no | more.” | 
5. When a hyphen is printed (in the words) after the bar 
" mark, the syllable before is to be continued into the following
